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ERHS Orchestra Wins Acclaim on Vienna Trip

On Monday, July 19, happy 
confusion reigned as parents, 
family, and friends of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra’s young mu¬ 
sicians waited outside the U.S, 
Customs room for the prize¬ 
winning group to be congratu¬ 
lated on their return from Vi¬ 
enna, Austria. Also waiting 
were the State of Maryland’s 
Lt. Governor, Sam Bogley, and 
various members of the press 
and TV Channel 7. 

At last the doors on the lower 
level of the B.W.I. Airport burst 
open and there was a roaring 
cheer for the elated and exhaust¬ 
ed group, led by Dorothy Pick¬ 
ard, orchestra director. The Ele¬ 
anor Roosevelt High School Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra placed second 
among 54 competitors from 15 
countries. The U.S. swept ail the 
top positions, with first and third 
places going to California and 
Texas schools respectively. 

Greenbelters included in the 
Roosevelt group were Edie Be- 
litxa, Tim Bram, Brian Choper, 
Seth ChurchUI, (whose parents 
attended as chaperons), Eric 
Hirschmann (whose father was 
also a chaperon), Laura Mill- 
man (concert mistress), Mark 
Neupert, Jared Ross, Amir Sela, 
Rachel Turkiewicz and Jason 
Warner. 

The orchestra, which left for 
Vienna on July 7, flew first to 
Frankfurt, Germany, where they 
were met by a tour guide and 
bused through Wolzburg to Roth- 
enburg. The group of 77 musi¬ 
cians, director and chaperons ar¬ 
rived in Vienna on July 9, after 
touring the German and Austrian

Problems with gutter down¬ 
spouts and member problems 
and requests for exemptions 
were tackled by the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) Board of 
Directors in a special two-hour 
meeting, July 8. At 10 p.m. 
the board met in executive 
session with their attorney, 
Pat Clancy, to discuss rehab 
contracts and other matters. 
President Jim Smith presid¬ 
ed, directors Frank Gervasi 
and Wayne Williams were ab¬ 
sent. 

During recent heavy rains sev¬ 
eral minor problems were discov¬ 
ered with downspouts, including 
water overflow and blockage of 
gutters. These were traced to an 
error in original specifications for 
spouting including a too great 
drop or slope of the gutter and 
too great a distance in spacing 
downspouts. CDC Architects has 
recommended a change or slight¬ 
ly modified drop of the gutter 


countryside. 

Although the orchestra placed 
second among high schools invit¬ 
ed to the Vienna International 
Youth and Music Festival, from 
all reports they were the most 
applauded and popular, receiving 
no fewer than three standing ova¬ 
tions after several concerts. One 
such concert was at Vienna’s 
famous Sofiensaal, which the 
young people compared to the 
Kennedy Center. This concert 
was broadcast on radio in Vienna 
and the Viennese audience ga\e 
a standing ovation for Roose 
velt’s redition of Dvorak’s “New 
World Symphony.” Other well- 
received works were Leonard 
Bernstein’s “Candide” and Jo¬ 
han Strauss' ‘Thunder and 
Lightning Polka.” performed as 
an encore, to the great delight 
of the Viennese. 

Twenty-five Roosevelt musi¬ 
cians were also honored by being 
chosen as part of a composite in¬ 
ternational orchestra. Greenbelt 
ers Rachel Turkiewicz, Laura 
Millman, Jason Warner and Tim 
Bram were among those chosen. 

On the evening of the 17th the 
Roosevelt Orchestra, enroufe to 
Frankfurt, performed in Olymp- 
iapao, in Munich. When the Mun- 
ciens demanded an encore, the 
stadium was nearly dark, but 
Pickard directed the group with 
a small flashlight. Again they 
played the Dvorak work — this 
time from memory, as encore and 
finale of the trip. 

How It All Began 

Over a year ago, the Lord 
Mayor of Vienna invited the Ele¬ 
anor Roosevelt Symphony Or¬ 
chestra to the Youth and Music 
Festival of summer ’82. Those 
students who were to graduate 
were invited to return in order to 


from 1 inch and 8 feet as is now 
in effect to % inch and 8 feet. 
Spouts should be spaced no fur¬ 
ther than 40 feet.

To clarify the problem for the 
board, Gary Morningstar, chief of 
Administrative Services, sketched 
a replica of the problem on the 
blackboard. 

General Manager Tim Mitter 
informed the board that the pro¬ 
posed change had been tested on 
four buildings and it seemed to 
resolve the problem. Since it will 
be necessary to go back and cor¬ 
rect the problem on frame build¬ 
ings that have already gotten 
new gutters and downspouts, the 
total cost will be approximately 
$13,000 ($20 per unit). 

The directors were loath to 
spend this amount of money un¬ 
til they were convinced that this 
would indeed answer the problem. 

Director John Lewis showed 
the board a gutter screen with 
small holes that he said had been 
removed from the gutter of a 
neighbor who had had damage 
from water running into his air 


attend the festival and those who 
did returned this past May to 
practice with the rest of the 
group. 

Then began a year of frehfzied 
fund raising by the students and 
parents. Many local groups con¬ 
tributed to the $135,000 realized, 
which made the “once in a life¬ 
time” trip possible for the stu¬ 
dents. The orchestra trip was 
endorsed by the the Greenbelt 
City Council and the group was 
invited to play for the Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival in September 
1981. 

Side trips invluded Vienna at 
night, a celebration at Weiner- 
wald, an impromptu swim ih an 
Austrian lake while touring a 
composers tour, Salzburg, Wa- 
chau Valley, and others. 

Although the students adjusted 
well to Vienna, they returned 
asking for more beef, ice. and no 
parsley soup. 

Gala Return 

Upon the celebrated return, 
Pickard was presented with a 
tape recorder from the students 
and a director’s chair and flowers 
from parents and friends. Despite 
fatigue from the long air trip from 
Frankfurt, Pickard, chaperons 
and students were most gracious 
recipients of pressing congratula¬ 
tions and cheers from the crowd. 

Lt. Gov. Sam Bogley read a 
congratulatory letter from Gov¬ 
ernor Harry Hughes to the as¬ 
sembled group in the ariport lob¬ 
by, an appropriate greeting for a 
group so recently welcomed by 
the Lord Mayor of Vienna. This 
was at a reception at the fabul¬ 
ous and vast Weiner Rathaus, 
Vienna’s opulent city hall. They 
were among fifteen hundred stu¬ 
dent musicians from around the 
world. 


conditioner at night, going into 
the wall and wetting the insula¬ 
tion. Lewis pointed out that the 
small holes tended to clog more 
easily and since the water could 
not go through the clogged holes, 
it was overflowing and backing 
up. He showed another type 
screen which had enough of a 
barrier to keep out large objects 
such as twigs but had ample 
space through which water could 
flow. This latter type screen 
is now being used, Morningstar 
confirmed. No one seemed to 
know where the first type screen 
had come from Lewis advised 
the board to change the strainers 
first and see if that alleviated the 
problem. Director Janet Cant¬ 
well agreed. 

Member Denise Dombrowski 
who is an architect, suggested 
that since Lewis was knowledge¬ 
able of the subject he should work 
with management to see if it 
were possible to do the job for 
less than $13,000.

High School symphony orchestra! They had to be good, or they tegae If 2Jo 

would never have been invited to compete in the prestigious IMg IVlflS oOCCCl 
International Youth and Music Festival. In this eleventh year 
of the event, held in Vienna, Austria, 53 other groups from 15 
different countries also performed. Yet in a competition as 
tough as this, the local group did themselves proud. Under the 
leadership of their dedicated director, Dorothy Pickard, they 
took second place! And as if that were not enough, they went on 
to enthrall an audience at a special concert held in the Munich 
Olympic Stadium. 


Such an achievement takes time, of course- The orches¬ 
tra’s summer weekday practice sessions were two and a half 
hours, on Saturdays five. But another kind of time was also 
involved — and that took years. This group of students enter¬ 
ed elementary school at a propitious moment for musicians 
when the school program had been expanded for the first time 
to offer instrumental music. That early start has made all the 
difference, as the ERHS orchestra’s splendid achievement dem¬ 
onstrates. 

In this light, the recent decision of the Prince Georges 
school administration to eliminate the elementary school instru¬ 
mental music program will have a depressing effect — not this 
year, not the next. But it may have made impossible the 
opportunity for today’s fourth graders, when they shall reach 
their senior high school years, to share in an experience so 
rewarding for the participants and so enriching for the com¬ 
munity they represent. That loss cannot be measured in dol¬ 
lars and cents. 

A Call for Harmony 

Remember when you couldn’t hang your clothes on the 
line on Sunday because it looked unsightly? And all the resi¬ 
dential lots were made uniform by the green borders of privet 
hedge? How the city looked — harmony in its outward as¬ 
pect — was an important value in those early days. 

And still ought to be. In fact, precisely to recognize 
Greenbelt’s pioneer role as a community where planning was 
foremost, it was selected for a place on the national register 
of historic places. That recognition even held up GHI’s reha¬ 
bilitation efforts, it will be remembered, so that new siding in 
harmony with the city’s early image could be selected, and 
approved. 

In the light of this tradition, a recent decision of the GHI 
board seems both cavalier and destructive, far from planning 
ahead, a board majority appoved retroactively a member’s 
construction of a shed whose dimensions in both height and 
volume grossly violated the corporation’s own policy. In so 
doing, the board can only have undermined its authority to es¬ 
tablish and enforce guidelines on any matter. It would appear 
that a member could erect a structure to suit any eccentric taste. 
That seems to be the message of the board decision. 

Unfortunately this is not a matter internal only to GHI. 
The visual impact of the city’s historic section, which has be¬ 
come more attractive as the rehabilitation progresses, affects 
everyone who lives here. A proliferation of unsightly and larg¬ 
er and larger sheds cuts into the very green space from which 
the city takes its name, and continuing violations of policy that 
ought to apply equally to all members of the cooperative cor¬ 
rupt the planning philosophy which is the city’s major claim to 
fame. 

The city held out for a high quality of development of the 
surrounding land. Now as million-dollar enterprises grow a- 
round .us, it would be the ultimate irony if by our own acts 
we destroyed the harmony of the core itself.

THREE CHEERS! 

We are used to cheering for 
baseball and football teams. But 
a high school symphony orches¬ 
tra. Nevertheless, many people 
throughout the metropolitan area 
have cheered for the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School orchestra. 
News of their performances in 
Vienna, Austria last week, as they 
competed in the 11th Annual In¬ 
ternational Youth and Music Fes¬ 
tival was followed closely by the 
media and the community. 

Those who supported countless 
citrus fruit sales and flea markets 
throughout the year knew the 
energy and enthusiasm of these 
high school students — an elite 
corps of young people, many 
drawn to Roosevelt’s science and 
technology program from all 
parts of Prince Georges County 
as well as Greenbelt. They knew 
also of the tremendous dedication 
of their director, Dorothy Pick¬ 
ard. The orchestra’s goal to be¬ 
come the number one youth or¬ 
chestra in the world became a 
dream many of us in the commu¬ 
nity shared. 

On Friday, we found out that 
they placed second. But our 
dream was only momentarily tar¬ 
nished. From all accounts, their 
performances were superb suc¬ 
cesses. They were the only or¬ 
chestra to receive a standing 
ovation and to play an encore. 

They were selected to perform 
a special concert for Vienna resi¬ 
dents, broadcast on radio from 
the Sofiensaal, equivalent to the 
Kennedy Center. Twenty-five mu¬ 
sicians were selected to perform 
in an international orchestra com¬ 
posed of the festival’s best. We 
don’t know the reasons they were 
judged second. But we do know 
that they return to Greenbelt to 
the acclaim of their parents, 
friends, school and community, 
their success reflected in the 
pride we feel as we welcome them 
home. They worked hard. They 
gave their best. And they are 
number one to all of us. 

The achievements of this high 
school orchestra also point out 
how much their success is attrib¬ 
uted to the outstanding musical 
program in Prince Georges 
County School System. Beginning 
in the fourth grade, instrumental 
music lessons have been available 
to all students. Many received 
their first instructions, opening 
the door to an appreciation of 
music as well as the development 
of talent and self discipline. Now 
that program is threatened as the 
school board proposes to end in¬ 
strumental instruction in the ele¬ 
mentary grades. Another bow to 
TRIM. 

Would the Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School Orchestra have even 
been invited to Vienna, let alone 
achieved such artistic success, 
had its members begun learning 
to play their instruments in jun¬ 
ior high school? I think not 

As the school board tightens 
the screws on county educational 
programs, we should earnestly 
entreat them to continue the ele¬ 
mentary school instrumental pro¬ 
gram so that musical talent and 
appreciation can be developed at 
a formative age within the frame¬ 
work of a quality public educa¬ 
tional program. 

Let’s not let these Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School orchestra 
musicians be the last to represent 
Prince Georges County in na¬ 
tional and international competi¬ 
tions. Technical skills give us the 
knowledge we need to make cor¬ 
rect decisions; the arts enrich our 
lives. Surely, education is a blend 
of both.

Four Lessons 

I was privileged to serve on the 
GHI Board of Directors for eight 
years and City Council for the 
subsequent ten years Such ser¬ 
vice would not support a claim, 
were I foolish enough to make it, 
that I “know it all.” Nevertheless, 
it should have, and I believe it 
did, teach me certain “truths,” or 
so I believe them to be, that I 
should like to communicate. 

First, members of policymak¬ 
ing bodies such as the GHI Board 
and City Council do not take the 
first places in line when anything 
of value is assigned They take 
their turn in alphabetical order, 
by geographical location or by 
whatever logical method of distri¬ 
bution is used. If the selection 
is random, their places are at the 
end of the line 

Second, such persons as Board 
and Council Members avoid ask¬ 
ing for special treatment Election 
to office does not mean that they 
surrender their rights and privil¬ 
eges as members (GHI) or citi¬ 
zens, but they accept or exercise 
them just as do all other mem¬ 
bers and citizens. 

Third, policymakers by defini¬ 
tion deal with the mass. Admit¬ 
tedly the efficacy of policy is 
judged by how it affects individ- 
als, but the genius of good policy¬ 
making is the devising of policies 
that require the granting of the 
smallest number of exceptions. If 
many exceptions seem to be ne^- 
cessary, the policy should be 
changed. This assumes of course 
that the policymakers are wise 
enough to require that the burden 
of proof be borne by the one 
seeking the exception. 

The fourth lesson may be the 
hardest to learn. At times, taxes 
or monthly charges may have to 
be raised, an action certain not to 
please some At times, a site for 
a Parkway overpass must be cho¬ 
sen or the decision made to pro¬ 
ceed to rehabilitate At times, re¬ 
fusal must be the lot of a peti¬ 
tioner for an exception to policy. 
Decisions such as these cause un¬ 
popularity. Wanting to be liked is 
a normal trait, but when policy¬ 
makers take extraordinary mea¬ 
sures to avoid unpopularity, they 
do a disservice to the public they 
are supposed to serve. 

These several truths or lessons 
represent “costs” that one must 
expect to pay if he or she seeks 
the privilege of serving as a pol¬ 
icymaker. They are not onerous, 
but their payment is necessary to 
gain and to preserve the respect 
deserved by the electoral process, 
those who are selected by it and 
the policies they decree.

screens were not put back. Smith 
asked that management look at 
the problem again and check and 
see if the slope is to blame and 
bring the matter back to the 
board. 

Bequests for Exemptions 

The board considered two re¬ 
quests for exemption from elec¬ 
tric baseboard heating. On March 
27 director Mark Dombrowski and 
his wife, Denise requested that 
they be permitted to retain the 
original radiators in their home, 
powered by a new electric hy- 
dronic boiler. On April 8 the re¬ 
quest was turned down by the 
board because it seemed to be 
based an aesthetic considerations. 
On April 12 the Dombrowskis re¬ 
submitted their request on the 
basis that they intended to pre¬ 
serve the unique historical char¬ 
acter of their unit and intended 
also to restore their steel case¬ 
ment windows. 

Director Joe Jenkins asked Mit- 
ter if the request met the four 
objective standards set by legal 
counsel: 1. Can it be implemented 
without disruption to the rehab 
contracts or contract schedule? 
(Mitter said yes, it could be; 2., 
Does it reduce apparent health 
or safety hazards? (no); 3., Has 
past action of GHI made the con¬ 
version of that unit unnecessarily 
costly or in some other way in¬ 
equitable to the member? (no); 
and 4., Will granting the exemp¬ 
tion establish an undesirable pre¬ 
cedent? (yes). Director Margaret 
Hogensen reminded the others 
that the board always had an 
“equal to or better than” policy. 
Cantwell thought the problem 
should be deferred until the full 
board was present 

Audit Committee Chairman 
Katherine Keene asked the Dom¬ 
browskis what their documenta¬ 
tion was for the historical sig¬ 
nificance of their home. Dom- 
browski said it was in the historic 
district, to begin with, (as are all 
GHI homes.) Keene reminded him 
that he had said in a previous 
meeting that Eleanor Roosevelt 
had walked into his house. 
“Where is that documented?” she 
asked. Dombrowski said that 
they had heard this and were 
looking into it. The Dombrow¬ 
skis also said that their home 
had the original plumbing, kit¬ 
chen and other features and they 
would like to maintain them. 
Keene thought that the “fate of 
this particular house” depended 
on the committee. (Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee on Historic Preservation.) 

Smith confirmed that part of 
the decision depended on the com¬ 
mittee — if the house is original 
in all respects and if GHT can 
get contractural documents that 
obligate the member to keep it 
that way. “Only the residents of 
that house can determine what 
they are willing to contract," he 
said If such a contract is signed, 
the house would have to be main¬ 
tained as is in perpetuity by the 
member residing in it and thus 
would not set a precedent. Smith 
deferred the subject to the next 
board meeting and asked man¬ 
agement and the Dombrowskis to 
work out what commitments to 
historic preservation are going to 
be made. 

Liquid Electric Heat 

The board also considered a re¬ 
quest for liquid electric heat made 
by Martin Holly, 45-S Ridge be¬ 
cause of respiratory health rea¬ 
sons. This request had also been 
previously turned down by the 
board because it was not part of 
the standard rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. To Holly's fear that dust 
in the system might smell and 
increase his wife’s sinus condi¬ 
tion, the board assured him it 
was closed to the air and that 
could not happen, Dombrowski 


felt members should be given op¬ 

tions for other heating systems 
and saw “no reason why the 
gentleman can't hook up his 
own." Keene observed that Dom¬ 
browski hadn't moved to GHI un¬ 
til last December. “Where were 
you when we did give members 
options?” she queried. Options 
had been allowed, she pointed out, 
but because of legal necessity to 
let contracts, etc. the board, on 
the advice of their attorney, set 
a deadline on when options could 
be had. Keene took exception to 
Dombrowski’s statement at this 
stage of the game. 

Holly withdrew his request and 
said that he did not feel that man¬ 
agement was explaining the pros 
and cons of alternate systems 
when people need to know, result¬ 
ing In confusion. He had not un¬ 
derstood that he would have to 
pay for the installation himself. 

Hogensen felt that members 
should understand that they must 
pay their share of the mainten¬ 
ance of the whole system and also 
pay for the entire maintenance of 
their own system. 

Member Ben Abramowitz, 
whose request for exception is 
also being considered, felt that 
that policy is not fair. “If you 
ask a person to pay for everyone 
elses (maintenance) then you 
should pay for mine." he said. 
Morningstar reminded him that 
he couldn't have it both ways. 

Deck Waiver Bequest 

A request for waiver of proced¬ 
ure was made by Bob Wilhide, 
59-G Ridge to build a 16'3"x9’8" 
deck on the garden side of his 
unit. The staff architect has 
granted approval subject to (Ob¬ 
taining consent of his neighbors, 
the McCords, 59-F. The McCords 
will not grant approval until their 
drainage problems are solved. Af¬ 
ter that, they said they would not 
object. 

McCord said that after twelve 
years of complaining of a drain¬ 
age problem, new superintendent 
of maintenance, Joe Whelan has 
acknowledged that a problem ex¬ 
ists. McCord said he has five in¬ 
ches of water in his yard and no 
drainage. Morningstar did not 
think the drainage problem would 
be affected by the deck sinco the 
water seemed to be coming from 
a direction other than from Wil- 
hides. 

The McCords also said they had 
not seen Wilhide's plans. Wil¬ 
hide said he felt that he did not 
nee7 to show his plans to the 
McCords stating it was none of 
their business. Director Don Volk 
reminded Wilhide that the neigh¬ 
bors needed to see the plans If 
they were expected to sign them. 

Management claimed the deck 
was an addition so it needed 
neighbor approval. Several board 
members thought it was not an 
addition and no approval was ne¬ 
cessary. The board then moved to 
table the discussion until Whelan 
returns and they are able to ob¬ 
tain more facts about the drain¬ 
age problem. Smith added that 
the board must find out what 
needs to be done about the drain¬ 
age problem, adding that we can't 
promise to solve it. We will have 
to look at all of our drainage 
problems and see what can be 
done about them all. 

Resale Inspection 

Complaints about the resale in¬ 
spection policy surfaced again. 
Member Barbara Henderson, 14A 
Hillside, told £he board she in¬ 
tended to move next year and 
wants to prepare for it. She ex¬ 
pressed dismay at the inspection 
form received by her sister who 
is moving now. Some of the de¬ 
mands for improvement she term¬ 
ed unrealistic. Henderson thought 
her sister's home was already in 
excellent shape though you would 
think it was a slum to see the 
form, she complained. A yard 
shaded by trees can't realistically 


be expected to be lawn, she said 
as an example. It was really a 
lovely yard, she said. Henderson 
pointed out that members had 
gotten poor inspection in the 
past and the incoming members 
had had to be responsible for cor¬ 
rections. She also felt GHI should 
be working now to correct prob¬ 
lems such as trash in the public 
areas, permanent roach problems, 
etc. 

Cantwell agreed that resale in¬ 
spection has gotten to the place 
“where it is ridiculous." She 
asked the board to look at In¬ 
spection procedures. Audit Com¬ 
mittee member Debbie Hartwick 
informed the board that the audit 
committee expects to do a review 
on resale inspections. 

Member George Ronchi com¬ 
plained that he had received a 
letter from GHI asking him to 
remove his trailer from a parking 
place in his court. Ronchi. who 
rents a space in the GHI trailer 
lot, expressed dismay at the con¬ 
dition of the “rutted road" lead¬ 
ing up to the lot and the fact 
that old radiators piled up near 
the entrance made it difficult for 
him to make the turn into the lot. 
Until those conditions are cor¬ 
rected. he said, he could not use 
the lot and so he had no alter¬ 
native but to park his trailer in 
his court Management said the 
road had been gravelled about 
8 months ago It was a recurring 
problem. They are running out 
of space to store the old radiators 
which they hoped to be able to 
sell. 


Jenkins felt the issue could not 
be settled that night. “It would 
be foolish to spend a lot of money 
on roads until rehab and the re¬ 
sulting heavy use of those roads 
is over," he stated. He hoped that 
management could accommodate 
Ronchi in some other place. 


Smith reminded Ronchi that 
there were two different issues. 
Keeping the trailer lot clear for 
those who rent is a separate is¬ 
sue from parking the trailer in 
the member's court Perhaps the 
member needs to find another 
place to park his traier, Smith 
said. Parking in the member's 
court is illegal 


Rehab Mess 

The board was sympathetic to 
a member who had come home 
from work that day and found 
a larger rehab mess than she had 
expected — a dent in her washer, 
unecessary holes in the wall, etc. 
Smith referred her to manage¬ 
ment to work it out. The board 
will deal with it if management 
can’t, he promised.
